Soward aud Chase all had tho ambition to 
be president, but tho selfdenyiug Charles 
Sumner was not troubled with this weak- 
ness. His mind was only ou his duty aud 
his last words were, "Do not let tho civil 
rights bill fail." 


The speaker repudiated the idea that Mr. 


Sumuer was a freo thinker. 
He was con- 


vinced that Mr. Sumner was always a firm 
believer iu the truths of tho Christian reli- 
gion. Ho reverently recognized the exist- 
ence of an overruling Providence. 


Sumner's name is written on tho hearts of 


all colored men, and though thoy "may ho 
poor they aro not so poor as to bo ungrate- 


ful. 
Mr. Downing closed with an earnest 


appeal for tho noblest of all monuments to 
the memory of tho great Senator, the pas- 
sago of (he civil rights bill.

A POLISH WEDDING IN WISCONSIN.—When 


a Polish maiden gels iuarried,lho moro noise 
and excitement there is gotten up for her 
amusement tho bettor she likes it.

day n wedding, after tho Polish style, was 
celebrated,in tho First Ward,at St.Hedwlg's 
church. A .procession was formed 
and 


marched through ths principal streets of tho 
locality to tho tune of-national airs and Iho 
firing of guns. Firel camo Ihe band (which, 
in some enses, rank, according lo Iho old 
gentleman's purse): second, tho bride nnd 
groom, followed by the bridesmaids and 
groomsmen; then the parents, relatives and 
invited guests followed in couples. 
A num- 


ber of boys wero scattered from tho houso to 
Iho church, and they kopt up a continuous 
firing of guns nnd pistols. 
When tho pro- 


cession arrived at tho church the band 
stepped aside and the party entered and was 
seated according to marching order. The 
bride and groom then took their places in 
front of tho altar, attended by tlio brides- 
maids and groomsmen. The ceremony was 
short, and at the close tho young man put 
his arms around tho young woman's waist 
and gave her a squeeze and a kiss. At that 
moment some ouo inside gave warning to 
tho boys outside, and a fearful discharge 
of light artillery ensued just as the kiss was 
given. Tho band began to play, nud all

Uulcts tho surface of tlie ground (ft mulched 
aro u ml young irecH over au area of Nik to 
ten feet in diameter, the ground should be 
kept clean and mellow. 
Every former 


knows that a hill of corn or potatoes will 
not amount to much unleiw cultivated, and 
yet thero am ninny who will neglect to give 
tho Kauio care to a trco which fa worth a 
hundred hilly of cither of tho former. 
In 


rich, soil trees may grow rapidly without 
cultivation, aud no amount of grass or weeds 
will retard them; but thero are other thing* 
besides growth to bo looked after. If tha 
weeds and grass aro allowed to grow around 
the stems of apple, peach or quince trooB, 
tho bark will become soft near tho bow by 


. being shaded and thereby ho in a suitabla 


condition for the reception of tho oggs 
which will eventually become peach or 
apple borers. Take any dozen young apple 
trees iu sections whera tho apple tree borer 
is abundant, and allow a portion to bo 
Checked with weeds and tho remainder well 
cultivated, tmd then watch tho result. 
From iho writer's own experience ho 
believes that tho chances tiro nine to ono in 
favor of those cultivated being exempt from 
this post. 


THE TIUXSIT <w VENUS.—Tho London 


Times says, "Even now, in tho presence of 
tho innumerable rovelatious of modern dis- 
covery, astronomy deserves still to bo re- 
garded as tho science which has rendered all 
othora possible. It would deserve this 
character were it only for tho. fact that it 
alone renders practicable the accuracy of 
modern navigation. The 'Nautical Almanac' 
in every navigator's cabin is a silent witness 
to the value of'innumerable researches into 
the obscurest and minutest details of as- 
tronomy. Measuring tho hoavous was Ihe 
necessary preliminary 
to measuring the 


earth, and we should at least loam from the 
past that results of incalculable importance 
to daily human life- may ultimately ensuo 
from oven tho most recondite investigations. 
Tho method by which Iho transit of Venus 
is used to determine tho distance cf tho sun 
is not essentially dissimilar from 
that 


which is familiar in tho operations of sur- 
Teyiug. To observers a milo npart frcm 
each, other the size of a distant object ap- 
pears different, and the difference affords 
tho moans, of calculating its relative dis- 
tance between them. Now Venus, when 
passing between tho suu find tho earth, de- 
acribos an apparent path across the sun's 
disk. This path appears longer or shorter, 
according to the position of tue observer on 
the earth's surface, and if observations are 
taken by persons posted at northern and 
southern, or at eastern »ud western stations 
respectively, the difference in the length of 
tiino of transit affords materials for calcu- 
lating tho relative distance of tho sun as 
compared with tho earth's diameter. Eough- 
ly spooking, tho question whether tho dif- 
ference should 
be observed between sta- 


tions north and souther east and west oc- 
casioned the great controversy last year be- 
tween tho advocates of Ilalley's and De- 
lisIe'H methods; and the quarrel has been 
settled iu a way which might have suggested 
itself to tho controversalists beforehand— 
namely,'by arranging to take observations 
in both ways."
